nUEBLO and its vicinity, with its hundreds of

,:jcaci and millions of property loss, is a fear- 


some object lesson in the necessity of a progres- 


sive forestry policy in the United Stales. So, at 
leask, declare certain investigators who attribute 
the sudden tremendous violence of the rivers 
which wrecked the city and its surrounding re- 
gion to the denuding of the country on the head- 
waters of the streams. Bare of limber, they de- 
clare, heavy rains, which under proper forest 
conditions would have been absorbed and re- 
leased down the streams only gradually, ran off 
all at once through the brooks and rivers over a 
>ide area, mounting as they massed into the 
Arizona and the Fountain to a height beyond all 
calculation or restraint. The story of the Pueblo 
flood is the story of the robbing of the hills and 
forests, and the penalty which a short-sighted 
generation pays therefor. 


It is an old story in China, centuries ago 


stripped of the trees upon its watersheds. Flood 
and famine follow each other in that pitiful 
country with the ceaseless monotony of a nat- 
ural cycle. First the flood, then the drouth after 
all the water has vanished before its season, and 
;ihen the famine. All claim human life. China 
lias been paying the penalty a long time, and this 
years happens to be more desperately stricken 


iby famine than usual. Thousands of lives have 
paid for the trees the ancient Chinese recklessly 
used •without replanting. 


Probably this country, in command of un- 


limited engineering skill and resource, can find 
* way to control floods that will avert a repeti- 
tion of the Chinese history. It was being done 
iin the Pueblo region: it was begun in Ohio after 
Ihc disastrous rise of the Wabash, Miami and 
Ohio a. few years ago. But it is an expensive, 
Oargcly unproductive business, and as the col- 
Qapsc of several great dams in Colorado has just 
shown us it is not an absolutely certain solution, 
ftow and then a rainfall of abnormal propor- 
tions comes, and befiore it even the best of cn- 
iginccring science must bow.
